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JEFF  WILLIAMS:     Student  of  The  Year 


Jeffrey  ("Jeff")  Williams,  senior,  his- 
tory major,  native  of  Lexington,  Massa- 
chusetts, has  been  elected  recipient  of 
the  Student  of  the  Year  Award. 

The  primary  qualification  for  receiv- 
ing this  recognition  is  that  the  student 
must  have  contributed  significantly 
toward  the  academic,  cultural,  and 
social  advancement  of  the  college.  The 
initial  nomination  of  students  was 
determined  by  a  faculty  ballot.  Three 
students  were  put  in  contention  for  the 
award.  Recently,  at  an  all-college  elec- 
tion, the  student  body  voted  for  their 
choice.  This  balloting  narrowed  the 
field,  to  two  nominees.  The  final  selec- 
tion of  the  Student  of  the  Year  was 
made  by  the  Kampus  Vue  editorial 
staff. 

This  special  recognition  is  only  the 
culmination  of  many  tributes  received 
by  Jeff  Williams  for  his  service  to  the 
school  during  the  past  four  years.  Jeff 
has  been  a  member  of  S.G.A.  since  his 
freshman  year  and  for  the  last  two 
years  has  been  president  of  that  associ- 
ation. 

His  activities  for  the  past  year  are 
many  and  varied.  Jeff,  as  he  noted 
in  this  interview,  was  nominated  for 
the  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellow- 
ship this  year.  The  fellowship  includes 
a  substantial  grant  to  be  used  in  the 
continuation  of  the  receiver's  studies. 
He  expressed  an  extreme  feeling  of 
pride  in  being  recommended  for  this 
award.  This  was  the  second  consecu- 
tive year  of  his  election  to  Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American  Univer- 
sities and  Colleges.  In  his  freshman 
year,  Jeff  wrote  the  song  for  the  Class 
of  1966.  He  has  played  tennis  for  the 
college  for  the  past  four  years,  served 
as  this  year's  captain  and  helped  the 
team  win  two  conference  champion- 
ships. Jeff  has  been  an  active  member 
of  Phi  Delta  Pi  fraternity  for  the  last 
three  years.  Other  activities  include  a 
four-year  membership  in  the  Glee  Club, 
forming  and  directing  the  Lost  Chords 
singing  group,  a  four-year  membership 
in    the    Drama    Club,    and    a    four-year 


membership   in    the   College    Band,    the 
last  two  as  student  director. 

Aside  from  his  active  collegiate 
schedule  Jeff  has  been  employed  as  a 
trumpet  teacher  by  a  local  music  store 
and  this  year  added  an  evening  job  as 
pianist  for  one  of  the  area's  finer  res- 
taurants. 

In  the  fall  he  will  be  teaching  Eng- 
lish and  History  at  Gardner  High 
School,  Gardner,   Massachusetts.

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DR.  KOEHLER  TO  RETIRE 


Dr.  Everett  E.  Koehler,  coordinator  of 
Instructional  Media  and  supervisor  of 
Industrial  Arts  Student  Teaching,  will 
retire  at  the  end  of  this  semester,  after 
twenty  years  at  F.S.C.  He  came  to  the 
college  in  1946  from  California  State 
College,  California,  Pa. 

Dr  Koehler  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  at  New  York  State  College  of 
Education  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  his 
master's  at  New  York  University,  and 
his  Ph.  D.  from  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut. He  taught  for  five  years  in 
New  York  State  and  for  five  years  in 
Pennsylvania  before  joining  the  F.S.C. 
faculty. 

As  a  member  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department  he  was  responsible  for 
starting  the  power  mechanics  and  elec- 
tronics programs.  He  has  also  taught 
guidance  courses  in  the  graduate  pro- 
gram and  plans  to  teach  courses  dur- 
ing the  1966  summer  session.  Dr.  Koeh- 
ler has  been  president  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Industrial  Education  Society 
for  two  years  and  has  served  as  head 
of  the  Faculty  Association. 

A  resident  of  Ashby,  he  has  been  ac- 
tive in  town  affairs,  having  served  on 
the  School  Committee  for  nine  years 
and  as  chairman  for  five.  He  is  pres- 
ently a  trustee  of  the  Ashby  Public 
Library  and  educational  consultant  for 
the  Leominster  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing. 

Dr.  Koehler  has  accepted  a  position 
at  King's  College  in  Briarcliff  Manor, 
New  York,  where  he  will  take  charge 
of    the    secondary    education    program 


and  serve  as  director  of  the  division  of 
professional  studies. 

The  Kampus  Vue  staff  takes  this  op- 
portunity to  wish  Dr.  Koehler  every 
success  in  his  new  position  and  ex- 
presses regret  that  F.S.C.  is  losing  such 
a  sincere  and  dedicated  faculty  mem- 
ber.

There  comes  a  time  in  the  affairs  of 
education  majors,  when  each  must 
student-teach.  This  experience  enjoyed 
at  its  height  may  lead  to  educational 
nostalgia;  when  less  enjoyed,  it  may 
lead  to  disappointment  and  personal 
frustration.

Oh  my  good- 
ness; how  does  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance 
go?  "Read  to  you  again?  O,  you  are 
appreciative  children"  (Stop!  You  were 
forwarned  against  flattering  pupils). 
We  must  hesitate  and  decide  who  is 
going  to  teach  whom?  The  decision  is 
decidedly  made  in  our  favor.  Objec- 
tivity becomes  our  main  goal. 

The  size  of  the  elementary  classroom 
may  range  from  twenty  to  thirty-five 
active  dynamos  of  initiative,  mischief, 
charm  and  diversified  ability  and  per- 
sonality.

What  shall  I  do  for  an  art  lesson,  a 
language  lesson,  a  social  studies  les- 
son? .  .  .  What  to  do  is  the  question. 
Somehow,   it   all   turns  out   all   right. 

Creepy  crawlers!  Whoever  invented 
them?  What  a  collection  there  is;  cap 
guns,  GI  Joes,  crazy  cards,  rubber 
snakes,  and  more  oddities  fill  up  the 
desk  drawers.  Rulers,  pencils  and  as- 
sorted crayons  adorn  the  floor.  "Teach- 
er, I  can't  find  my  ruler;  I  don't  have 
a  pencil."  Hmm,  I  wonder  why.  Move- 
able desks  and  chairs  "walk  and  talk." 
Push  back,  give  me  room  to  survive! 

The  world  of  a  child,  so  bright  and 
clear,  persists  through  his  intermittent 
doubts  and  troubles.  To  understand 
and  share  a  pupil's  world  is  an  enrich- 
ing experience,  or  as  enriching  as  you 
may  wish  to  make  it.    A  cheery  smile, 

an  enthusiastic  "hello,  Miss  ," 

a  trusting  hug  are  also  a  part  of  your 

teaching  experience.  This  is  just  the 
beginning  of  a  life's  career.  Each  per- 
son makes  of  it  what  he  may.

MEMORIAL   SCHOLARSHIP 
ESTABLISHED 

With  a  final  gift  of  S350  from  the 
Student  Government  Association,  the 
LeBlond-O'Sullivan  Memorial  Scholar- 
ship Fund  has  finally  been  established. 
The  fund  consists  of  S2.500  and  will 
be  used  as  a  scholarship  for  some 
needy  student  at  the  college.  The  inter- 
est that  is  acquired  from  the  82,500 
will  amount  to  S100  a  year. 

The  scholarship  fund  will  be  estab- 
lished within  the  near  future,  and  will 
probably  be  awarded  for  the  first  time 
for  next  year's  second  semester. 

The  scholarship  was  formed  in  con- 
junction with  the  Gaveleer  Society  in 
memory  of  their  late  brothers,  James 
LeBlond  and  Joseph  O'Sullivan.  The 
brothers  realize  that  without  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  student  body  and 
faculty  this  scholarship  would  not  have 
been  possible.  Special  recognition  is  in 
order  for  the  Gaveleer  sponsor,  Dr. 
Fritz,  who  labored  tirelessly  for  the 
completion  of  this  scholarship.  The 
various  social  clubs  and  our  service 
organization  also  helped  to  sell  tickets 
for  the  memorial  dance  last  fall.  The 
Commuters'  Board  deserve  recognition 
for  their  aid  with  this  same  dance. 
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In  recent  years  the  American  college 
student  has  become  more  interested  in 
his  total  environment  and  has  mani- 
fested this  concern  more  openly.  He 
is  particularly  interested  in  his  obliga- 
tion to  support  his  country,  especially 
in  regard  to  military  service. 

Here  the  basic  questions  arise.  What 
is  the  student's  obligation  to  support 
his  country,  and  to  what  extent  and 
in  what  manner  should  he  manifest 
this  support?  Few  people  would  con- 
test the  fact  that  a  citizen  has  a  general 
obligation  to  support  the  governmental 
structure  which  sustains  his  organized 
environment,  provided  that  he  does  not 
violate  his  conscience  in  so  doing.  How- 
ever, the  citizen,  and  in  our  case  the 
student,  must  decide  whether  he  can 
morally  justify  participation  as  a  com- 
batant or  even  as  a  non-combatant  in 
the  military.  In  so  doing  he  must  justi- 
fy his  conviction  that  he  either  can  or 
cannot  be  associated  with  an  organi- 
zation (the  armed  services)  which  per- 
mits a  man  to  take  another  man's  life 
under  certain  circumstances.  Even  if 
he  cannot,  however,  he  is  still  able  to 
fulfill  his  obligation  to  his  country  by 
engaging  in  some  other  activity  which 
is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow-citizens. 

Given  the  acceptance  of  his  respon- 
sibility to  render  some  service  to  his 
country,  does  the  student  have  to  be 
what  might  be  loosely  termed  a  "super 
patriot?"  Is  it  really  necessary,  as  some 
suggest  or  even  demand,  that  loyalty 
to  one's  country  be  attested  to  by  open 
declarations  of  a  love  for  a  country  or 
by  belief  in  the  saying,  "My  country, 
right  or  wrong,  but  my  country!"  Let 
us  recognize  that  in  being  loyal  to  a 
country  we  cannot  act  exclusively  ac- 
cording to  subjective  norms.  If  our 
country  is  in  error  in  a  matter  of  policy, 
we  have  an  obligation  for  the  good  of 
our  country  to  note  this  fact  openly 
rather  than  let  the  error  go  uncorrected. 
This  is  not  an  example  of  disloyalty, 
as  those  who  are  gifted  with  only  a 
superficial  perception  might  say,  but 
instead  is  a  positive  manifestation  of 
an  intellectual  rather  than  an  emo- 
tional concern  for  the  country's  wel- 
fare.

individual  players.  Their  mannerisms 
and  idiosyncrasies  were  manifested 
through  the  approach  given  by  the  ac- 
tor to  his  role.  Sometimes  unforseen 
happenings  occurred  such  as  the  loss 
of  Louis  Cornacchioli's  wig  at  the  Fri- 
day night  performance,  which  proved 
an  unexpected  source  of  comedy,  at 
which  the  audience  roared  with  laugh- 
ter. 


"  'All  the  world's  a  stage,' "  cried 
Jeffrey  Williams  at  the  end  of  a  most 
interesting  evening,  Wednesday,  March 
16,  1966,  in  the  auditorium. 

The  F.S.C.  Drama  Club  presented 
"Laughter  and  Tears  —  An  Evening 
with  William  Shakespeare."  Not  only 
were  excerpts  of  the  playwright's  great 
works  performed,  but  also  some  insight 
into  Shakespeare's  techniques  and  ideas 
were  discussed  between  scenes  by  nar- 
rator, Lori  Brodeur.  Miss  Brodeur  stated 
that  the  show  was  presented  for  the 
audience  to  see  the  author,  not  the 
players.  This  end  was  achieved  by  two 
techniques:  the  plain  garb  of  the 
players  and  the  absence  of  scenery. 

One  interesting  and  unique  aspect  of 
the  performance  was  watching  the 
players  apply  their  own  make-up  and 
change  from  peasants  to  royalty  with 
the  mere  switch  of  a  cummerbund. 
Lack  of  scenery  seemed  to  be  compen- 
sated for  by  this  unusual  insight  into 
the  hidden  "backstage  world." 

Though  this  production  was  sup- 
posed to  show  the  creative  author  at 
his  best,  it  also  tended   to  portray  the 


Shakespeare  said  that  one  man  in 
his  time  plays  many  parts;  so  did  these 
F.S.C.  players.  Whether  a  player  was 
well  picked  for  his  part  is  hard  to  say, 
for  each  performed  very  well.  An  ex- 
ample of  this  was  Richard  Bailey,  who 
was  excellent  as  King  Henry,  a  playboy 
type.  His  humorous  lines  and  outgoing 
technique  made  the  audience  feel  as  if 
they  really  knew  the  character.  On  the 
other  hand,  his  next  scene,  as  Othello, 
was  no  less  well  played  —  but  the 
characterization   was   quite   different.

cert. About  75  persons  sat  in  an  800- 
seat  auditorium  on  May  5,  1966,  at 
8:00  p.m.  Mr.  Harry  Semerjian,  con- 
ductor, warmly  welcomed  all  those  who 
"weathered  the  storm."  (It  was  a  clear, 
starry  night. )  He  went  on  to  explain 
why  the  annual  concert  was  not  held 
outdoors  by  the  ash  barrels  of  Herlihy 
as  in  previous  years  —  it  seems  that 
the  parking  lot  was  being  "redecorat- 
ed."

For  a  while  the  music  seemed  a 
bit  too  dissonant,  with  many  biting 
chords.  Also  the  beginning  numbers 
betrayed  a  certain  tension  on  the  part 
of  the  players,  who  seemingly  wished 
to  hide  each  other's  ability  under  the 
sounds  of  his  neighbor's  instrument. 
This   want  of  confidence   could   be   at- 
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tributed  to  the  lack  of  an  audience,  for 
encouragement  would  make  anyone 
feel  amateurish  and  listless. 

Special  recognition  was  given  to 
Ellen  Cavanagh  and  Jeffrey  Williams, 
who  are  the  only  two  original  charter 
members  of  the  band  still  on  campus. 
Miss  Cavanagh  also  conducted  "Lon- 
donderry Air."  Soloists  were  Richard 
Sanders  and  Jeffrey  Williams. 

The  Lost  Chords  also  entertained 
with  some  popular  songs,  such  as:  "Try 
To  Remember,"  and  "Second  Time 
Around."

Contraception,  Bhythm  and  Morality.  .  . 
How  are  they  related  to  you? 

You  may  have  discovered  the  answer 
to  this  question  if  you  were  among  the 
many  students  who  participated  in  a 
discussion  on  birth  control  sponsored 
by  the  Newman  Club  on  April  27. 
Msgr.  Stanislaus  Kubik,  pastor  of  St. 
Joseph's  Parish  in  Webster,  clearly  de- 
fined those  principles  which  should 
guide  the  actions  of  Catholics  in  the 
matters  of  birth  control.  By  his  defini- 
tion, Christian  marriage  is  a  natural 
contract  between  a  Christian  man  and 
woman  which  confers  the  right  and 
obligation  of  procreation.  Dr.  Quintino 
Bollo  later  affirmed  that  though  mutual 
love  of  the  marriage  partners  and  the 
rearing  of  children  are  also  reasons  for 
the  institution  of  marriage,  procreation 
is  the  primary  function  and  determines 
its  nature.  Msgr.  Kubik's  basic  reason- 
ing was  that  contraception  (or  artificial 
birth  control)  is  an  act  which  is  in- 
tended to  thwart  the  natural  function 
of  marriage,  for  it  is  against  Natural 
Law  and  therefore  immoral. 

Dr.  Bollo  explained  the  physiology  of 
menstruation  and  pointed  out  that 
"nature's  contraceptive"  is  the  hormone 
progesterone.  It  is  secreted  in  the  fe- 
male body  after  ovulation  and  during 
pregnancy  to  prevent  the  development 
of  another  ovum  at  that  time.  Oral 
contraceptives  are  primarily  composed 
of  progesterone. 

After  the  talk  by  Msgr.  Kubik  and 
Dr.  Bollo,  time  for  a  question  and  an- 
swer period  was  allotted.

"The  realization  that  I  liked  teaching!"  —

"Clinical  training  offers  practical  experience, 
and  the  supervision  of  instructors  has  helped 
to  develop  much  insight  into  the  physical  and 
behavioral  mechanisms  that  manifest  themselves 
in  the  varying  disease  entities"  —  Bonnie  M. 
Foley,   Nursing. 

"The  opportunity  to  meet  with  people  of  all 
ages  in  a  variety  of  settings."  —  Anne  MacFar- 
lane,  Nursing. 


Fruitful  results  were  also  obtained 
from  the  queries,  "It  there  any  atcivity 
at  another  college  that  you  would  have 
liked  to  have  seen  on  this  campus?" 
and  "If  you  could  have  influenced  one 
change  (either  addition  or  deletion)  at 
F.S.C,  what  would  it  have  been?"  Be- 
sides offering  such  general  comments 
as  "a  little  less  censored  material,  i.e., 
news,  movies,  dances,  classes,  club 
shows"  and  "broader  understanding  of 
entertainment  and  an  acceptance  of 
other  people's  humor",  seniors  supplied 
a  long  list  of  suggestions.  Prospective 
social  activities  include  a  lecture  series 
on  a  controversial  topic  (such  as  the 
ones  sponsored  by  Harvard),  movies  on 
weekends  at  a  minimal  fee,  informal 
cultural  or  current  events  discussions, 
popular  singers  and  groups  at  big  week- 
ends, any  activities  that  would  help 
the  student  body  become  familiar  with 
election  candidates  before  time  to  vote, 
the  introduction  of  football  and  la- 
crosse, the  creation  of  joint  college 
mixers  (would  you  believe  there  is  an- 
other college  in  town?),  national  fra- 
ternities and  sororities,  frat  houses  and 
their  functions,  and  activities  that  in- 
volve mixing  commuters  and  dorm  stu- 
dents. Many  seniors  agreed  with 
Eleanor  Magner,  Elem.: 

"I  feel  that  this  colleqe  has  provided  the  stu- 
dents with  many  significant  activities.  However, 
with  the  lack  of  students'  attendance  they  can 
only  blame  themselves  if  they  are  not  satisfied 
because  the  activities  are  provided.-*  Perhaos 
the  best  chanqe  that  could  be  brought  to  the 
colleqe  is  INTEREST,  which  is  the  major  defect 
in  the  student  body.  Interest  comes  with  the 
Freshman  Class,  but  once  they  have  reached 
their  Sophomore  year  that  interest  turns  to 
apathy  because  they  see  no  one  in  the  upper 
class  who  is  willing  to  go  out  of  his  way  to 
better  situations  which  are  unsatisfactory.  If 
interest  in  the  college  could  be  retained  for  four 
years  rather  than  one,  the  college  would  at 
least  have  a  start  toward  unity  among  its  mem- 
bers.' 

Mary  Bradshaw  suggests  that  change 
come  in  the  area  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association:  "It  should  be  direct- 
ed whollv  by  the  representatives  of  the 
student  body  and  deal  with  the  prob- 
lems of  the  latter." 


Comments  on  possible  course 
changes  were  made  by  more  than  %  of 
the  seniors  heading  for  a  B.S.  in  Ed. 
and  related  mainly  to  methods  course 
and  training. 

"Student  teaching  on  the  whole  was  an  ex- 
perience much  more  beneficial  and  practical 
than  the  many  methods  courses  given  prior  to 
training."  —  Mary  Bradshaw,  Elem. 
"Substitute  observation  of  teachers  using  vari- 
ous teaching  methods  for  methods  courses."  — 
Philip  Goguen,  Geog 

"Delete  general  methods,  or  make  it  more 
practical  than  theoretical"  —  Gordon  Vieweg, 
Math. 

"More  training  in  how  to  handle  discipline 
problems."  —  Theodore  Thompson,  Jr.,  Hist. 
"I  would  like  to  see  the  methods  courses  im- 
proved, especially  the  Instructional  Materials 
course.  As  it  is  now,  it  does  not  teach  you 
anything  about  using  materials  and  equipment 
for  instruction.  I  would  like  to  see  more  practi- 
cal things  —  bulletin  boards,  audio-visual  equip- 
ment instructions  in  depth."  —  Mrs.  Helen  Lam- 
mi,   Elem. 

"Have  a  seminar  during  student  teaching."  — 
Anne  Hemingway,   Elem. 

"For    secondary,    there    would    not    be    any    course 
during    training."    —    Larry    Payne,    Hist. 
"Elementary   majors   should   be    allowed   off   camp- 
us   for    at    least    half    of    their    training    period." 
—  Judith  Besarkarski,   Elem. 

"Student  teaching  five  days  a  week  instead  of 
three  in  I.  A."  —  Michael  Bender,  I.  A. 
"There  should  be  no  grading  of  student  teach- 
ers. Beginning  teachers  show  potential  for  be- 
ing either  satisfactory  or  unsatisfactory."  — 
Nancy  Goodheart,   Elem. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  problem  of 
green-card  assemblies  and  the  no-cut 
system  came  under  fire. 

"I  feel  that  the  cut  system  should  be  eliminated. 
The  student  is  paying  for  his  education  and  he 
should  be  adult  enough  to  know  whether  or 
not  he  should  no  to  class.  No  one  should  be 
forced  to  go.  The  student  may  be  able  to  do 
more  meaningful  independent  study  in  the  time 
spent  going  to  classes  which  he  feels  are  not 
worthwhile."  —  Angela  Falcone,  Nursing. 
"There  is  too  much  pressure  with  use  of  green 
cards  to  make  a  colleqe  student  revert  to  high 
school  days.  At  this  level,  there  is  a  genuine 
curiosity  and  submitting  to  these  insults  is  a 
poor  influence,  or  a  deterrent  to  spontaneous 
reception  of  these  programs."— Sandra  Charles, 
Biology. 

The  most  important  statistic  gather- 
ed in  this  survey  is  the  simple  fact  that 
almost  three  quarters  of  the  class  re- 
ceiving questionnaires  returned  them. 
Perhaps,  Ellie,  apathy  is  dying  out  — 
in  our  class  of  1966  at  least.  Let's  hope 
it  continues  as  we  become  official  alum- 
ni!
